DPW Foreman Should 


Drive Own Vehicle 


To the Editor: | 

At the City of Romulus Department 
of Public Works, there is an hourly fore- 
man whose name is George Simko. He 
drives a City truck home every day. The 
other two foremen at the DPW drive 
their own vehicles to and from work. 

When Mr. Simko goes to work, he 
has to punch in at the time clock before 
Starting work. At the end of the day, he 
has to punch out, just like the other two 
foremen. Being an hourly employee, 
there isnoreason why Mr. Simko should 
be driving a City vehicle home. The City 
Charter states that nobody can use City 
property for personal use. When Mr. 
Simko is driving to and from work, he is 
on his own personal time. 

George Simko is “on call" every 
third week, just like the other two fore- 
men. When he is on call, and an emer- 
gency comes up, he has to report to the 
DPW and punch in before he starts 
work, so there is no reason for him to 
drive a City vehicle home. Wher he is 
on call, he should drive his own vehicle 
to the DPW to punch in, then use a City 
vehicle. If Mr. Simko wrecks a City truck 
on the way to or from home, the taxpay- 
ers have the "luxury" of paying the $1,000 
insurance deductible. 

Mayor Lambert, George Simko 
should drive his own vehicle when he 
isn't “on the clock." He is no better than 
any other hourly employee. Mr. Simko 
is not a working City employee until he 
punches in. That's when his time starts, 
and when he is on the job.

"Blue Ribbon School" Award 


A special ceremony held at Wick 
Elementary on April 23 featured the 
official presentation of a Michigan Blue 
Ribbon School Award in recognition of 
the school's outstanding improvement 
strategies. 

State Board of Education president 
Kathleen Straus, who made the presen- 
tation to Wick principal ShaVonna John- 
son, was among several dignitaries who 
attended the ceremony. 

The Blue Ribbon program, estab- 
lished in 1982, recognizes schools that 
demonstrate a strong commitment to 
educational excellence and significant 
academic improvement over afive-year 
period. To be considered for an award, 
a school must identify key criteria for 
school effectiveness and present the 
information in a comprehensive report, 
which serves as abasis for an extensive 
assessment of the school building and 
its programs. Schools must also have 
made Adequate Yearly Progress (AYP) 
and have an Education YES! Report 
Card grade of "A" or "B". 

Applicants deemed most worthy of 
consideration are then evaluated by peer 
review committees and site visitation 
teams, whose findings are evaluated by 
the award selection committee. 


According to Johnson, receiving a 
Blue Ribbon Award is a great honor. 
"Of all the elementary schools inthe 
State of Michigan, only 23 received a 
Blue Ribbon this year," she explained. 
Johnson was proud to point to a 
number of “school strengths" that 
brought Wick recognition, including sig- 
nificantly improved Michigan Educa- 
tional Assessment Program (MEAP) 
scores, an outstanding curriculum, ex- 
tensive parent and community involve- 
ment, and a cooperative program with 
the Romulus Boys & Girls Club. 
Although she acknowledged many 
people for their contribution to Wick's 
success, Johnson gave special recog- 
nition to the Blue Ribbon Committee 
members who wrote the school's appli- 
cation: fourth-grade teacher Staci Al- 
guire, resource teacher Chris Consales, 
Title | learning specialist Karensa Fitch, 
fifth-grade teacher Tom Gibb-Randall, 
school social worker Sandy MacDonald, 
third-grade teacher Stacey Mefford, fifth- 
/sixth-grade teacher Tavia Redmond, 
and fifth-grade teacher Jennifer Richard. 
“These staff members worked many 
unpaid hours over the summer and after 
school to prepare the comprehensive 
report for the application," she said.
